SUNSPOTS AND 


SICKNESS 


Possibly the New Deal, in- 


stead of wrestling with the 
Supreme Court, should be 
concentrating on sunspots. 
The solar cycle has already 
been 
accused 
of 
nearly 


every evil afflicting the na- 
tion, including floods, 
in- 


dustrial strikes, stock mar- 
ket slumps and political up- 
heavals. And now a disting- 
uished physician blames it 
for a rise in the death rate. 


Such cyclic outbursts of 


solar activity as began in 
1934, and occur about every 
20 or 21 years, show clear- 
ly on the doctor's medical 
charts over three-quarters of 
a century. They coincide 
with prevalence of strept- 
ococcus infections, childbed 
fever, erysipelas and tuber- 
culosis.

"barometric upheavals" and 
other disturbances resulting 
from the solar storms.

PASS ON LEGALITY 


OF FEDERAL LOANS 


COURT, HOWEVER, DECLINES 
TO REVIEW UTILITIES HOLD- 


ING COMPANY ACT 


WASHINGTON', J u n e

The supreme court wound up an 
eight-month historic term today by 
.agreeing to pass upon constitution- 
ality of federal loans and grants to 
aid in fnanclng municipal power 
plants. 


It then adjourned, not to meet 


again until October. Before that 
time congress may act on Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's controverted court 
reorganization proposal to put "new 
blood" on the highest bench. 


Before adjourning, the court de- 


clined to review litigation filed by 
the Electric Bond and Share com- 
pany and 28 subsidiaries challeng- 
ing constitutionality of the 1935 act 
regulating public 
utility 
holding 


companies. 


That left, in effect, a lower court 


ruling which required such com- 
panies to register with the securi- 
ties commission, but did not in- 
volve constitutionality of the legis- 
lation. A review was sought with- 
out waiting for a customary opin- 
ion by the circuit court of'appeals. 


This was the final session attend- 


ed by 78-year old Justice Willis 
Van Devanter, 
retiring after 26 


years of service. He will spend most 
of, his time on his Maryland farm.

experts In Chicago forecast today 
the largest winter and spring wheat 
production 
In tho l nited States 


since 1931. 


Tho average of six private esti- 


mates based on personal observa- 
tion throughout the crop area and 
on reports from hundreds of farm- 
ers and grain men indicated a 1037 
harvest of 878,000,000 bushels of 
winter and spring wheat. 


This compared with a crop of
